Rough Voyage. 


New York, March 18.—The French 


line steamship L'Aquitaine arrived 
after having had a trying,experience 
with wind and sea. L'Aquitaine left 
Havre March 9. On the 12th, while 
running in a fierce westerly gale and a 
high, confused sea, she was boarded 
by a wave which carried away an aft 
port lifeboat 
The wave seemed to 


break on both sides of the vessel a 
the same time. A heavy mass of watei 
fell on the smoking room from over 
the starboard rail. When the water 
receded it was found that 20 feet 
the starboard rail had been smashec 
and carried off. At 6:30 p.'"in/ on the 
next day, while the vessel was going 
on her course at good speed, the crown 
of the high-pressure piston broke. For 
IS hours the vessel kept under way 
under her starboard engine, and th«=m 
the nepessary repairs were completed. 


Accidents on a Steamer. 


New York, March 18.—The steam- 


ship New York reached her dock at 10 
o'clock at night after a passage in 
which an explosion of an ammonia 
tank and a broken shaft caused loss 
;Of life and much damage to the vessel. 
As a result of the explosion 15 men 
were overcome by the fumes of ammo- 
nia on Thursday morning last and so 
seriously prostrated that two deaths 
followed. Both victims were buried at 
sea. Several others were confined to 
the ship's hospital for some time, and 
one was still in the hospital when the 
ship docked. The dead are: John 
Kent, a steward of the vessel, ,who 
died of pneumonia 36 hours after the 
accident, the disease being due to in- 
flammation of the respiratory organs, 
caused by the ammonia; Carl Enkvist, 
an American citizen, a steerage pas- 
senger, whose address was unobtain- 
able. On board with Enkvist were his 
three children, all of whom are young 
and who will go to the home of an 
aunt. F. Colston, a cabin steward, is 
still suffering from inflammation of 
the lungs.

WASHINGTON, March 17.— In a n*w 


way aud front a peculiar text Dr. Tal- 
magc discourses 
of good 
Influences 


brought to bear for the world's improve- 
ment. The text is Eeekiel ix, 2. "And 
one man among them was clothed with 
iinen. with a writer's inkhorn by his 
side." 


The poem from which my text is taken 


in epic, lyric, dramatic, weird and over- 
powering. It is more than Homeric, or 
Dantesque. No' one ever had such divine 
dreams as Erekiel. 
In a vision this 


prophet h*d seen wrathful angels, de- 
«troying angels, each with a sword, but 
in my text he sees a merciful angel with 
an inkhorn. The receptacle for the ink 
in olden* time was made out of the born 
of a cow or a ram or a roebuck, as now 
it is made out of metal or glass, and 
therefore was called the inkhorn, as now 
we say inkstand. We have all spoken of 
the power of the sword, of the power of 
wealth, of the power of office, of the 
power of social influence, but today I 
speak of the power for good or evil in 
the inkstand. 
It is upon your tables, 


holding a black or blue or red liquid. It 
is a fortress, an armory, a gateway,^ a 
ransom or a demolition. "You mistake," 
says some one; "it is the pen that has the 
powe/." No, my friend. What is the 
influence of a dry pen? Pass it np and 
down a sheet of paper, and it leaves no 
mark. It expresses no opinion. It gives 
no warning. It spreads no intelligence. 
It is the liquid which the pen dips out of 
the h-kstand that does the work. Here 
and there a celebrated pen, with which 
a Declaration of Independence or a Mag- 
na Charta or a treaty was signed has 
been kept in literary museum or na- 
tional aichi"es, but for the most part the 
pens, whether, as,, of old, made out of 
reed or later of wing of bird or still later 
of metallic substance, have disappeared, 
while the liquid which the pens took 
from the inkstand remains in scrolls 
which, if put together, would be large 
enough to enwrap the round world. For 
practical, for moral, for religions, for 
eternal purposes, I speak of the mission 
of "the writer's inkhorn." 
First, I mention that which is purely 


domestic. 
The inkstand is in every 


household. It awaits the opportunity to 
express affection or condolence or advice. 
Father uses it; mother uses it; the sons 
and daughters use it. It tells the home 
news; it announces the marriage, the 
birth, the departure, the accident, the 
last sickness, the death. That home ink- 
stand, what a mission it has already ex- 
ecuted, and what other missions will it 
yet fulfill! May it stand off from, all in- 
sincerity and all querulou«ness. Let it 
tell only that which it would be well to 
read after the hand that wrote it and the 
hand that received it can write no more. 
Dip out of that inkstand only that which 
is paternal, maternal, filial, sisterly, 
brotherly. Sacied let it be not to what 
are sometimes called the "household 
gods," but to the one and the only God 
who "setteth the solitary in families." 
Dip out of it solace for parents on the 
descending grade of years and encour- 
agement for those who are climbing the 
steeps. 


The carvers and glass blowers are ever 


busy making more ornate and skillful 
bowls for the ink, but not one of them 
will be so sacred as the old fashioned 
inkstand out of which was dipped the 
liquid for the making of the family rec- 
01 d on the blank leaves in the Bible be- 
tween the Old and the New Testaments. 
not so many leases now blank as before 
recent jeais made birthday or mortuary 
insertions. Fiorn that home inkstand the 
child dips .out material for those large 
and awkward letters that one always 
makes when learning to write, tynd from 
it are taken the trembling letters that 
show- the wtinkled hand is gradually for- 
getting its cunning. 


Writing to Old FoIIca at Home. 


O ye w ho have with recent years set 


up homes of your own, out of the new 
home inkstand wtite often to the old 
folks, if they be still living! 
A letter 


means more to thpm than to us, who are 
amid the activities of life and to whom 
postal correspondence is more than we 
can manage. They await the coming of 
the letter. 
Undertake no great thing in 


life without their advice. Old people foi 
counsel: \OUDK people for action. Even 
though through decadence they may be 
incompetent to give valuable opinions OD 
important affairs, compliment them by 
asking their counsel. 
It will do them 


od. 
It will make their last days ex- 


hilarant. 
Make that home inkstand a 


source of lejuvenescence to those who 
are near the tei minus of the earthly 
journey. Domestic correspondence is not 
uttended to as once, the newspaper, 
joining with the telegraph, bears the tid- 
ings of nil tbe neighborhood, but swiftest 
revolving wheel of modern printing press 
and quickest flash along the electric 
wires can never do the sympathetic work 
of the home inkstand. 
As the merciful 


ingcl of my text appealed before the 
arazcn altar with the inkhorn at his side 
B Ezekiel's vision, so let the angel of 
filial kindness appear at the altars of tbe 
old homestead. 


Furthermore, the inkstand of the busi- 


ness man has its mission. Between now 
and the hour of your demise, O commer- 
cial man, O professional man. there will 
not be a day when you canuot dip from 
he inkhorn a message that will influence 
emporai and eternal destiny. There is 
a rash young man running into wild spec- 
ulation, and with ns much ink as you can 
)ut on the pen at one time you may save 
nm from the Niagara rapids of a mined 
ife.

A wrong theory is abroad that the

It is not what we put 
away carefully upon the shelf and once 
in awhile refer to that has as close rela- 
tion to our welfare as the story of what 
the world is now doing or has recently 
done. Yesterday has more to do with to 
day than something occurring a century 
previous. The engineers who now guide 
the rail trains, the sea captains who now 
command tbe ships, the architects who 
now design the buildings, the batons that 
now control the orchestras, the legislators 
who now make the laws, the generals 
who now march the hosts, the rulers who 
now'govern the nations, the inkhorns 
that now flood the world with intelli- 
gence—these are what we have most to 
do with. 


You have all seen what is called indeli- 


ble ink, which is a weak solution of sil- 
ver nitrate, and that ink you cannot rub 
"out or wash out. Put it there, and it 
Stays. Well, the liquid of the editorial 
and reportorial inkstands is an indelible 
ink. It puts upon the souls of the pass- 
ing generations characters of light or 
darkness that time cannot wash out and 
eternity cannot efface. Forever indelible. 
Be careful how you use it. The impies- 
sion made with it will be resplendent or 
repulsive on the day for which all other 
days were made. 


But how shall I speak of the inkhorn

Peking, March, 18.—The health of 


LI Hung Chang is again a matter of 
grave consideration to the ministers at 
the powers. Mr. Rockhill, the Ameri- 
can special commissioner, who visited 
Earl Li, says he is a physical wreck, 
and apparently in a state of utter col- 
lapse, although mentally as bright as 
ever. Mr. Rockhill wolud not be sur- 
prised to hear of his death at any mo- 
ment The removal of Li Hung Chang 
by death or any other cause at the 
present moment would be very unfor- 
tunate. 


Orders have been received by United 


States troops to depart next month, 
leaving behind only 150 infantry. The 
German headquarters staff assert that 
these Instructions are a "great mis- 
take," alleging that it is necessary to 
retain a large body of foreign troops 
in the country for at least two years.
